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The theme of this alternative is to focus development activities in the 
VCU s adjacent to Peril Strait (except Lake Eva ), while maintaining 
Kelp Bay in its current condition. This approach emphasizes maintaining 
the primitive and semi-primitive character of Cosmos Cove, The Basin, 
South Am, Middle Am and Southeast Catherine Island.
